DOWN IN THE TUBE 

East Hampton Mayor Paul Rickenbach was 
seen chatting with Mark Epley, former Mayor 
of Southampton, on an express train bound 
from East Hampton to Southampton. Scarlett 
Johansson, Brooke Shields and Joy Behar were 
seen traveling from Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton 
while loudly discussing politics. 


NO PREJUDICE HERE 

Contrary to rumors that are flying around, 
Hamptons Subway—which is a privately held 
subway company—does not discriminate 
against White Caucasian Males. White 
Caucasian Males are treated exactly the same 
as Japanese, Filipino, Iraqi, Israeli, Russian, 
and Hispanic people, indigenous people, 
Frenchmen and Islanders, which is to say 
they abide by all the same “Class B” rules 
about. where they are ~ permitted 
to board. 


HIGH SPEED TRAINS - 

Hamptons Subway has taken delivery of four new 
high speed “rocket” motorman’s cars, which, if 
allowed to go to top speed, can achieve 155 miles 
an hour. When this happens, a trip between East 
Hampton and Bridgehampton will take just 4 
minutes instead of the current 14—a considerable 
time savings. Of course, the Hamptons Subway 
tunnels are built to specifications that only allow 
top speeds of 42 miles an hour, so for now, these 
six new cars have to be restrained. But if and 
when the tunnels are reconfigured, the new cars 
will be ready to open their throttles. 


WATCH THE GAP 

At the request of our new Marketing Director 
Archibald Reach, who was well known for his 
concern for passenger safety at other firms, we 
changed the loudspeaker announcements on the 
trains. Up until now, the announcer says “Ladies 
and gentlemen, watch out for the closing doors.” 
From now on he will say “Ladies and gentlemen, 
watch out for the closing doors and also for 
the gap between the platform and the trains, if 
any.” The words “if any” were added by order of 
Commissioner Aspinall because in fact there is 
no gap of any consequence between the platform 


and the trains, no more than just an inch. 


SUBWAY TRAIN IS COMING 

A few years ago, Hamptons Subway hung a series 
of big computerized signs from the ceilings of the 
platforms to show the number of minutes that 
a train was away from arriving at the station. 
As we didn’t know what we were doing at that 
time and proceeded to hire inept computer 
programmers, the signs consistently provided 
wrong information and so ultimately had to be 
taken down. Now, Commissioner Aspinall has 
created a new program to indicate the arrival of 
subway trains. When a train gets within a few 
minutes of the platform, a 10-second blast of 
the song “It’s a Long Way to Tipperary” will be 
played. This new feature begins Monday. 


SUBWAY CREATES SPECIAL FOOTLONG 

The Subway restaurant chain, which holds a 
contract with Hamptons Subway to provide kiosks 
on every platform for hungry straphangers, will, 
for the month of November, be offering a special 
subway train foot-long sandwich consisting of 
roast beef, cheese, shredded lettuce and catsup 
on a hero that will also be on wheels. Be sure to 
remove the wheels, which are plastic and are on 
all four corners of the sub. Also the headlight. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

Last Friday, I was visited by Montauk’s Peter 
Kalikow who, years ago, was the New York City 
Subway Commissioner. I gave him a tour of 
our platforms, subway cars, ticket booths and 
escalators and we ate lunch in the cafeteria of the 
Hamptons Subway building in Hampton Bays. It 
was good to see him:

YES, WE WANT FRIES WITH THAT 
Citing an unprecedented undersupply of 
hamburgers in the Hamptons, last week the 
Hamptons Town Board imposed the Emergency 
Hamburger Mandate (EHM) for the first time. 
The EHM, enacted in 2004 but never put into 
effect, gives broad authority to governmental 
bodies to mandate the production of hamburgers 
by commercial eateries that would not ordinarily 
produce such fare. 

Hamptons Town Board President James 
Cooley explains the Board’s action: “We have 
to admit we were somewhat blindsided at the 


end of the summer, when the Burger King in 
Southampton closed for a rebuilding project. 
Who saw that coming? Then that was followed by 
the surprise closure of Bayburger in Sag Harbor. 
At our last meeting we started doing the math 
and realized that we were looking at the loss 
of a significant percentage of our local burger 
production capacity.” Cooley acknowledges 
that a fair number of burger-centric eateries 
are continuing to operate, but he notes that the 
Board needed to think on the macro level. “Come 
some Tuesday night in the off-season, a couple 
of these places might decide to take the night off, 
and then where would we be, burger-wise?” 

The Emergency Hamburger Mandate allows 
the Board to require non-burger restaurants— 
pizzerias, Mexican restaurants, and others—to 
sell hamburgers to customers upon request. On 
Tuesday, according to Cooley, official letters were 
sent to all restaurants in the area announcing the 
Mandate and explaining to the restaurants what 
is required of them. “The only restaurants that 
we exempted are Chinese takeout places—you 
can’t really cook a hamburger in a wok, as far as 
I know.” 


The Mandate stipulates that compliance 
will be enforced by the Hamptons Police, 
who will have the power to issue citations if 
they find a restaurant that is not prepared to 
furnish a hamburger within 15 minutes of one 
being ordered. 

The Hamptons Police, for their part, are ready 
for their new duties. “Our officers have been 
fully briefed on the situation,” says Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Restaurants can 
expect that we will be running undercover spot 
checks for compliance by this weekend. We mean 
business on this.” 

Meanwhile, a citizens’ group has sprung up 
in the wake of the imposition of the Mandate to 
demand that similar action be taken with regards 
to fries. “If they can force a pizzeria to cook me 
a hamburger, you’d think they could get them to 
do some fries,” says Don Pritzger, a spokesman 
for the group. “It’s a classic combination! I’ve 
never had one without the other.” In response, 
the Town Board has promised to take up a Fry 
Mandate at their next meeting. SM

had an encounter with a deer in our front yard 

the other morning. This almost never happens 
here. Our house sits on a hillside with front and 
back yards fenced in because that’s what the law 
says you have to do when you have a swimming 
pool. It discourages the deer. 

This one must have leaped the fence to get 
in. There he was, striding around, all dignity 
and pride and full of himself. I could see him 
out the living room slider. What a beautiful 
animal. He wiggled his whiskers and licked his 
lips. He stopped by the deck. Searched the scene 
with his shifting eyes. He hadn’t seen me. He 
batted his eyelashes. 

I knew what to do. All us locals know what 
to do. 

I ran to the kitchen and got the lobster pot and 
a wooden spoon. My wife, who was setting the 
table for breakfast, looked up. Instantly, she saw 
the deer. 


“Wrangle him to the gate,” she said. “But wait 
till I get out the front door to the other side to 
herd him into the woods and not into the street 
where he could get hit by a car.” 

She got up and ran to the front door. I waited, 
and then, from the slider I could see her standing 
by the driveway beyond the gate. She waved. 

Out onto the deck I went, banging the. pot. 
The deer, startled, looked over at me and began 
to run off and up the hill. Still banging the pot, 
I chased him up there, herded him around back 
down the hill and off to the gate, now opened, 
which he saw as his chance. As he thundered 
out, my wife, off to one side, began clapping 
loudly, and off he went up into the woods away 
from the street. My wife and I smiled at each 
other. Another deer saved. They appreciate it. 
They really do. I had an interesting thought. It 
had rained hard earlier that morning. I imagined 
myself coming out with a towel and rubbing him 
dry before he left. What a crazy thought. How do 
they get out of the rain anyway? : 


Single deer are usually pretty skittish, 
but in groups deer behave quite differently. 
With newfound confidence, they become wary, 
then angry and then ferocious. You must follow 
a certain procedure when you see deer in those 
situations, particularly if their ears are up. 
Ears-up means the deer are getting ready to 
charge. And if they do, you are a goner. For 
starters, they will bite your arms off. The rest you 
will not remember. 

That’s why—and I’m sure you’ve noticed this— 
the pickup trucks that locals drive, with rare 
exception, have a rifle across their back windows. 
We've all lost friends. We don’t want to have that 
happen again. 

‘By the way, two deer making the rounds in the 
community are also not a problem. Twosomes 
are scouts, looking the place over so they can 
report back to the herd. Sometimes you see them 
out by the shoulder of the road, in pairs, looking 
at the license plates of parked cars. There were 
472 accidents with cars in East Hampton last year 
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and deer have posted the sign that accompanies 
this article. They don’t take this lying down. After 
a period of mourning for their lost loved ones, 
they send out the scouts to try to find the killer. 
That’s why sometimes you see a car by the side of 
the road all bashed up and shattered, sometimes 
even with a driver at the wheel inside, now dead. 
It can happen. 

Locals know, therefore, that if you see a 
deer alone on the road, or particularly two 
deer together, you slow down to pass carefully. 
If you haven’t done anything wrong, you're 
safe, or probably safe, unless there is a case of 
mistaken identity. 

_Aherd of deer, often a dozen together or more, 
are a different matter. When they spot their prey 
off in the distance, they become quiet and move 
in slow motion—this is the giveaway—and hide 
behind nearby shrubs and trees. When the leader 
issues the order to “spread out and encircle”—it’s 
a soft whistle with two or more snorts—the chosen 
herd members emerge from their hiding places, 
their eyes. on their prey, usually human prey, 
and create the circle of doom. They lean forward, 
making slow steps forward. Their hooves thump 
through the grass. They snort. They are looking at 
‘you with hungry interest. They cock their heads. 
_ You are the tasty treat. 

Over the years, the locals have learned—even 
in these very dire situations—how to defuse the 
situation. You will find, in the kitchens of every 
local home in the Hamptons, a refrigerator that 
has at least one shelf laden with many chunks of 
raw meat, each folded inside wax paper. On top of 
the refrigerator are metal skewers, the kind that 
are used for shish kebob.

kitchen, take out the meat * 
pieces, grab one of the metal 
skewers and burst out the 
kitchen door exhibiting 
confidence to face the 
largest deer—this will be the 
leader—walking toward you 
slowly while taking a piece 
of meat out of the wax paper 
and attaching it to the end 
of the metal skewer. When 
you are close enough, stop 
and display the skewer, then 
flick it as hard as you can to 
send the meat flying over the 


head of that deer so he just The sign deer put up to mourn their dead 


turns around and runs off to 
get it. 

The other deer, expecting a _ further 
command, interpret this to mean “stand down 
and wander off,” which they all do, and suddenly 
this whole interaction changes. Now they are 
relaxed and curious. Is more meat going to be 
thrown out there? 

Deer have small brains inside their skulls—if 
the leader says stand down and wander off, that 
is what they do. 

Recently, however, this advice has begun 
losing its power. In recent years, it has become 
necessary to flick not one but two pieces of 
skewered meat one after the other before the lead 
deer turns around and heads off. And this year, 
I’m told, there have been times when a third 


flick of meat has become 
necessary. The deer, slowly 
but surely, are learning that 
this is just a trick. 

One thing that is very 
important after you have 
flicked the meat, by the way, 
is to lower your gaze so as 
not make eye contact with 
any of the deer. It’s best to 
just look up briefly as you 
make the flick, to make sure 
you get it away properly. 
For the rest of the time, just 
stare at your shoes, and keep 
staring at them until you can 
sense the deer have left and 
the danger is over.

Indeed, there had been 
a no-show charge. 

“If you think we’ve made a mistake, please 
request a price review,” the Lyft app said when

We want to 
take care of our riders, so we’re working hard to 
reduce cancellations on Lyft. Thanks for hanging 
in there! 

“Your friends at Lyft.” 

Now, I know about speed reading. But no 
human could read my long tale of woe in 
10 seconds, apply the credit and mention some 
key words about my problem, then look into it 
further in the next 60 seconds. This had to be a 
computer at work. It is amazing and almost scary 
to think that a computer can show compassion at 
this kind of ludicrous speed.

A Flurry of Restaurant Closings, And One Rumored But Not True

whole lot of Hamptons restaurants closed 

their doors this past month. Many of them 
were here for generations. Here are some that 
made their final bow. 

Bay Burger, the eating establishment on the 
Sag Harbor-Bridgehampton Turnpike, closed. 
The building was originally built as a classic 
fast-food restaurant around 1960 and became a 
chicken joint and a donut joint, all with frequent 
new owners giving it new names, but about 
12 years ago it became Bay Burger. 

It had what were arguably the best burgers on 
the East End. That was the highlight of the menu. 
There was a long list of add-on items you could 
have for no extra charge—tomatoes, onions, 
pickles, mayo, lettuce, cheese, ketchup, fries, 
slaw, etc. There were also drinks and ice cream. 
It was really quite wonderful. You ordered at 
the bar, got a number, and it would be delivered 
to your table when it was ready. For the last 
10 years, it has been the site of Jam Sessions, 
an impromptu gathering of jazz musicians who 


would play a set or two for an hour or so on 
Thursday evenings. It drew big crowds. That 
is going to continue, but at Union Cantina, the 
Southampton restaurant in Bowden Square. 
Murf’s Backstreet Tavern on Division Street 


-in Sag Harbor has closed. Earlier this year, it 


had been a focus of the police and the state 
liquor authority for numerous incidents of unruly 
behavior by the clientele late at night. Things 
like that happen in bars of that sort. But usually 
things settle down. This time they didn’t. It brings 
to mind the police and zoning officials coming 
down on Cyril’s, the charming but sometimes 
rowdy clam bar on Napeague, until they forced 
Cyril to shut down and go back to Antigua three 
years ago. 

Murf’s Tavern was put on the market at the end 
of August for $3.5 million and is now in contract, 
but at this writing, the buyer’s name has not 
been announced. It’s been said this little saltbox 
was built in 1782 elsewhere and was moved to its 
current location many, many beers ago. It might 
be ripe for preservation. 

Back in the 1960s and 1970s, when Sag Harbor 


was really very down at the heel with all the 
factories closing and blue-collar workers going 
on unemployment, there were two unruly bars 
on Main Street across from each another, where 
you could be walking down the sidewalk and 
have to stop suddenly so a drunk being thrown 
out would fly by. They were the Black Buoy and 
the Sandbar, both with sawdust on the floor. The 
drunks would mumble something to themselves, 
shake off the sawdust and go across the street to 
the other establishment. 

Up in Sagaponack, the Old Stove Pub—founded 
in 1969 by the Johnides family, two Greek 
brothers and their sister—is closing its doors. 
Main courses, always huge, included souvlaki, 
moussaka, taramosalata and other Greek dishes, 
along with the most fabulous cuts of charcoal- 
broiled thick steaks. Two of the three owners were 
almost always in attendance during the workday - 
there, all were cordial and friendly, but when the 
two brothers, Gus and Stephen, became elderly 
and died, their younger sister, Coula, became 
full-time and carried on for a while. It then closed 
for a few years and then reopened under new 
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management with almost the exact same menu, 
right down to the Hot Fudge Sundaes they made 
for dessert. Now Coula Johnides has died at age 
90. The building, two acres and a home adjacent, 
will be sold. 

Silver’s, the classic European bistro on Main 
Street in Southampton, announced it would close 
its doors and be sold back in June. It was put on 
the market. But now, the owner, Garrett Wellins, 
has announced that his son Ryan will take over 
and continue the business. It’s been around since 
1923 through several generations of that family. I 
got to know Garrett’s father, Dan Wellins, there 
back in the day. In those days (before about 
1985) it was called Silver’s Cigar Store and it 
sold tobacco, newspapers and magazines, and it 
_ had no tables but a soda fountain counter. Times 
changed and the offerings changed. I wonder 
what will be in store for son Ryan in his time. I 
think it’s wonderful when businesses are handed 
down from father to son. 

There was a rumor that Estia’s Little Kitchen, 
' the cozy little restaurant on the Sag Harbor-— 

Bridgehampton turnpike, would shut its doors. It 

turns out not to be true. It was mostly a breakfast 

place at first, a success by its modesty—and also 
- by its middle-aged Greek proprietor, Estia. I 
_ have a vivid memory of her from long ago. She 
was the only other person in the place, besides 
myself. She took my order, went in the back and 
cooked my breakfast, served it, cleared the table 
when I was done and took my cash. She spoke a 
lot about her late husband—I recall his name as 
Joe—and how he and she together had started 
the restaurant but then he passed on and now she 
would be running it alone. 

The rumor, however, is just that. The truth 
is that on Tuesdays from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
during a time when the restaurant is closed, it 
will become a once-a-week popup called The 
SHED, a workplace for women run by women. 
Here, women will be able to rent a workspace, 
network, have coffee, access to WiFi, chairs and 
tables, for $25 up to $75 a month. It will be a 
male-free establishment.

It seems to be something on the order of the old 
Buick dealership being rebuilt as The Spur where 
County Road 39 meets Flying Point Road in 
Southampton. With a fledgling start-up, men and 
women alike can pay a membership fee for work 

‘spaces and use an open arena for networking 
and promoting ideas and businesses. (The Spur 
currently works in a smaller space adjacent to the 
Southampton railroad station.) 

Last October, Conca D’Oro, the well-loved local 
pizza parlor on Main Street in Sag Harbor, closed 
its doors. The property had been sold and a great 
renovation would take place, and so about two 
months ago the new iteration of a pizza joint 
opened there, but it’s not a joint. Called Sag Pizza, 
it’s chic and high fashion. And though I don’t 
know this for sure, some locals say the prices 
have gone up and they can’t afford it and don’t 
like it. 

Another closure this year was the German 
restaurant Zum Schneider in downtown Montauk. 


About once a month, I must have sauerbraten. I 
am under doctor’s orders to do this. :-) I will go 
to Shippy’s in Southampton, the classic German 
restaurant there for more than a half a century, 
but now if I want to go to another German 
restaurant east of Southampton, it would be 
in Portugal.

Finally, there is the news that the Blue Duck, 
a bakery and café that sells fresh pastry, is 


closing their Hampton Road, Southampton 
location. They have three other locations, 
though. One in Riverhead, another in Greenport 
and the third in Southold. They hope to find 
a new Southampton location, but rents are 
high now. 

Personally, I regret the closure of two other 
longtime establishments in Sag Harbor from 
years ago. The Paradise, which was a luncheonette 
and later a dinner restaurant on Main Street, 
closed after more than a half-century run. And 
then a souvenir and stationery store of the same 
vintage a few doors down called The Ideal closed. 
When we first moved out here in the 1950s, I 
was delighted with these names. You could buy a 
get-well card at the Ideal and then have lunch in 
Paradise.
